There  were  foi’ic  amorig  the  Ro- 

O ^ ‘ 

mans  who  eftcemed  a certain  terfe- 
nufs  and  ■ itilityof  ftyie  and  fenii- 
ment,  pro’  idc-d  it  were  labored  and 
polill'.ed,  and  elegant,  as  truly  attic  ; 
.Hid  lield  the  more  full,  and  grand, 
and  commanding,  and  magnificent 
fpecies  of  oratory  in  the  higheft  con- 
tempt. Vain  of  their  tafte  and  fa- 
gacity,  and  lurenfible  of  the  grada- 
tions, the  Irani  lions  and  variety  of 
the  A 'heni..n  llyle,  fuch  men  had  the 
audacity  to  condemn  the  harangues 
of  T .cero  liimfelf  as  tumid,  oriental 
and  rvilundanc- — Men  have  not  been 
wanting  with  us,  who  have  creaked 
ti-e  fame  dull  note,  and  repeated  the 
fame  lifclefs  criticifm  of  the  elo- 
quence of  Burke.  But  let  thefe 
vain  prerenders  to  Attic  tafte, with- 
out the  1 dbu!!  nefs  of  mind  tp  tole- 
'•ate  its  beauties,  learn  to  think  more 
highly  of  our  illutliicus  oratcr;  let 
jihem  know  that  to  imitate  Burke  is 
jto  f;-,cak  i hcrii.in  like  and  well ; and 
. that  even  to  have  attained  a relifti 
fo'-  the  cliaiiiis  is  greatly  to  have  ad- 
vanced in  liiei.'ture. 

Let  me  add.  and  itis  imfch  to  the 
viin-ol'e,  that  Burke, on  whatever  to- 
pic he  touches,  in  the  excurfivc  range 
his  alludons,  appears  a mafter  of 
the  fohiecl ; and  to  have  acquired  ; 
deep  and ‘borough  infiglit  into  what 
evcri=  excellent  inelegant  art  or  fo 
lid  I'cience.  Critics  there  are  who 
will)  to  leparute  eloquence  fromlite 
true,  and  toali  ribc  the  power  of  the 
orator  to  a certain  natural  talent  im 
proved  by'  habit.  While  we  con 
graiulate  thefe  original'and  unlet 
tcred  /peukers,  let  us  admire  in 
Burke  a mind  by  nature  formed  for 
eloquence,  and  impregnated  with  e 
very  fubfidiary,  by  I'tdulous  and  un 
waried  application.  He  applied 
himfelf  to  clafllc  liter , ',ure.  becaule 
he  knew  from  tha'-  li’  . ‘l’-  c thr 
rator  war  furnilhed  w ' ii  ’.i4s  • in 
ornanieiUr,  and  bee  ruimhe  L it  li.at 
itfilently  inftifed  the  h bit  of  Ipeak- 
" ill  well. 

Deiiicftthencs  is  faid  to  have  been 
a reader,  and  even  an  auditor  of 
Plato  ; and  Cicero  is  confirmed  in 
t’lis  oplr.iqn  by  the  choice  and  giaii- 
deur  of  his^ft’.  le.  How  deeply  read 
is  Burke  ; what  memory  from  the 
orators  and  poets,  fo  forcibly  felt  by 
nvery  man  of  letters  in  that  ftrong 
'.indliii  e of  literature  which  pervades 
with  effential  fragance,  all  his  com- 
politions.  His  fiiperior  genius,  like 
th.at  of  Phidias,  v.'as  nb  fooiier  exhi- 
bited than  felt  ; .mt  obfervin-;  how 
much  the  bi  i.-y.tell  talents  liavc  been 
obi"ciir»-d  bv  negligence,  be  never  re 
la.'tcd  his  ardent  afiidui'y  a moment, 
nor  aiffercd  the  extent  of  his  attain- 
mtii'3  to  damp  his  appetite  for 
iiicre. 

Few  have  the  opportunity  or  the 
!">wer  of  forming  a competent  opi- 
nion of  a fpecch  cUiivered;  b.it  of 
Burke’s  el  iquer.ee  there  are  fpeci 


uan  deviate  from  his  fubjcfl,  for  the  ' 
pa^ol'c  of  delight,  with  fuch  enga- 
^.g  cafe,  and  infenfibly  conc'uG  his 
rc  idcrs  from  the  fe verity  of  rcal'on- 
ing  to  the  feftivity  of  wit?  WWo  is 
there  that  can  melt  them,  if  ilie  oc- 
cauon  require,  with  fuch  refitUefs 
power,  to  grief  and  pity?  Who  is 
there  that  co'nbines  the  charm  of 
inimitable  griire  and  ui'banitv  with 
luch  magnil.c  jiit  and  b'ju.idlefs  ex- 
'vaiiiioii  ? ti  that  can  do  this,  I a.A 
linn  it  again  i.;:d  again,  has  attic  pow- 
ers, and  fpei.xs  a language  which, 

• r.de  it  foothes  the  multitude  by  its 
1.  vceuiefs,  by  the  corretlnels  and 
pregnancy,  will  captivate  the  judg- 
iiiont  cf  ti;e  I'everell  critic. 

Many  men,  of  more  talent  than 
er"ditioii,  have  fancied  that  they 
could  fpeak  better  than  they  could 
write  ; and  flattered  themfelve  with 
a reputation  for  eloquence  which  ne- 
ver flood  the  teft  of  fevere  and  criti- 
cal examination,  Ma’iy  a fpeech 
has  been  recei-ved  with  infinite  ap- 
plaufb  in  the  delivery,  which,  when 
handed  about  in  the  prints  has  appear- 
ed poor,  languid,  and  lifelefs.  Lord 
Chatham  was  a great  man  ; a moft  a- 
nimated  and  terrific  orator,  and  emi- 
nently endowed  with  the  firft  qualifi- 
cations of  a g*  eat  ftatelman  ; yet  as 
I'peaker,  his  fame,  doubtlefs  from 
the  witchery  of  his  manner,  was 
great-r  than  his  power'.  LikeCrom- 
weil.  he  had  that  per/picacitv  of  eye, 
which  pried  into  ihe  inmoftrecefs  ojf 
the  foul  and  detefted  all  the  thoughts 
and  impreliions,  and  hopes  andfear.'s 
of  his  auditors.  He  had  that  too 
which  Cromwell  had  not ; for  Crom- 
vve'.l  we  are  icld  v/as  How  in  tbfc 


conception  of  his  ideas  while  be 
fpoke,  and  diffufed  and  perplexed  la 
the  delivery.  But  in  Chatham, 
when  he  rofe  to  fpeak,  there  was  a. 
ervour  and  veh.emence  of  iinaginri- 
tion,  a headlong  torrent  of  words, 
and  power  of  found,  which  deafened, 
and  llunned,  and  confounded  liis  op- 
ponents. In  the  man  iii'i'felf,  I well 
I'cinember,  there  was  a natix  e digni- 
ry  of  form,  which  comniandetl  rever- 
ence and  faith  : and,  by  fillrng  his 
hearers  with  a holy  awe,  ppedifpofed 
them  to  his  purpo’'e.  With  powers 
little  calculated  to  inflruYi  or  delight, 
there  was  a ve'ncmui  cc  of  con- 
tention. and  awakening  energy  of 
manner,  an  impaffioned  ardour,  a. 
confident  and  boaftful  exultation, 
which  \ idlory  only  ren  ’ered  more 
ferocious  and  ungovei  nai  de.  He 
often  rofe  to  dignity  in  the  donatioa 
of  applaufe  ; Hill  rtften  blazed  te 
fiercenefs  in  the  rulmination  of  in- 
vectives ; and  fometiraes,  in  the  vi- 
olence of  altercation,  flung  with  a. 
poignancy  of  wit  peculiarly  his  own. 
But  take  away  thefe  Ihowy  appenda- 
ges nf  eloquence,  which  are  Included 
alnioft  in  the  very  name  of  Chatham  ; 
lake  rway'that  which  in  the  judg- 
ment of  Demoftlie'nes  was  the  firll, 
U;e  fecond,  the  third  qualification  of 
an  orator  ; and  which,  in  Chatham, 
were  dilplayed  as  they  prevailed  in 
io  aftonilhing  a meafjrc,  and  with 
lYich  felicity  of  fucccTs  ; take  away 
the  irnpoling  dignity  of  his  pref.-nce, 
the  ftrerigth  and  tgrandttir  of  his 
voice,  the  elaborate  vehemence  of 
iris  gciliculation,  worked  up,  often  to 
extravagance,  and  better  adapted  to 
the  Drama  than  the  Senate  ; take 
thefe  away,  and  in  thofe  verx'ipeech- 
ts  which  were  extolled  by  auditors 
as  tranfeending  far  all  praife,  you- 
will  find  nothing,  I'carcclv,  which  fo* 
I'orcibL  ftrikes  or  fwectly  foothed

It  was  the  lot  of  Chat- 
ham to  pwe  whatever  he  poffclTed  to 
a genius  ertercifeJ  hy  pratdxfe  alone. 
The  conftquence  was  natural. — 
Vv'ith  infinite  fluency  and  animation 
he  infured  the  fate  of  Gallia,  and| 
v/hilc  breathing  confuming  fire  as  ai 
fpeaker,  all  the  force  and  all  the- 
blaze  of  his  eloquence  was  extin- 
guillied  upon  paper. 

Far  different  Burke.  To  wing  his 
flight  to  the  fublime  of  eloquence, 
he  has  called  in  the  labours  of  the 
clofet.  Burke  would  not  that  the 
fame  of  his  powers  tlioald be circum 
feribed  within  the  fame  poor  limits 
that  bound  life  ; nor  has  he  feared, 
inoft  certainly  lie  li*s  not  fliunned, 
that  folemn  fentence  which  pofteri- 
ty,  who  “ extenuate  nothing  nor  let 
down  ought  in  malice,”  will  hereaf- 
ter pronounce  upon  his  genius. 

There  are  many,  I kiijsw,  who, 
though  well  convinced  that  the  pen 
is  the  inftru(5tor  of  the  longue,  and 
perfedllv  able  to  treat  any  fubjedi 
upon  paper  with  infinite  corredinefs 
and  art,  yet  when  drawn  from  the 
lhadtt  of  ftudiutis  retirement  into 
adlion,  are  not  only  incapable  of  de- 
liveting  with  clearnefs  what  they 
have  very  julUy  conceived,  but  exhi- 
bit thefpedlacle  of  abfolute  haplefs- 
iiefs  !k  fatuity.  But  Burke,  though 
fully  fatisfied  that  nothing  eontri- 
butes  more  to  good  fpeaking  than 
good  , writiitg,  is  equally  prepared 
for  both.  The  fame  powerful  mind, 
the  fame  divine  and  inextlnguifliable 
ardour  which  fires  him  in  the  fenate, 
animates  him  in  the  folitude  of  com- 
pofition  ; nor  need  he  blufli  to  fay  of 
his  fpeeches  what  Thucydides  had 
affirmed  of  his  elaborate  hiftory. — 
“ I give  it  to  the  public  as  an  ever- 
lafting  poffeffion,  and  not  as  a con- 
tentious iHllrument  of  temporary 
applaufe.” 

There  is  an  unwillingnefs  in  tfie 
-world  to  fliew  that  the  fame  man 
has  excelled  in  various  purfuits  ; but 
Burke’s  compofitioBS,  diverfified  as 
they  are  in  their  nature,  yet  each' 
excelling  in  its  kind,  who  does  not 
read  with  inftrudlion  and  delight  ? — 

I have  hitherto  fuvveyed  the  merits 
of  the  orator  ; let  us  now  view  liim 
as  a cruic  and  philofopher. 

Criticil’m,  w'hich  others  would 
have  been  content  to  ttudy  as  they 
found  it,  Burke  has  enlarged  by  his 
difeoveries.  iliultrated  by  liis  multi- 
farious learning,  and  treated  with  all 
the  graces  of  a ftyle  mofl  elegant  &. 
refined,  yet  not  puliflu-d  into  infipi- 
d.ty  'oytwo  curious  a care.  Often 
has  it  been  lamented  that  the  lan- 
guage of  philoiophers  is  ufually  fo 
crabbed  and  uncouth  jis  to  deter  rea- 
ders of  taffe  from  the  psrufal  of  thei.n 
labours.  It  fell  to  Burke  by  his  pu- 
rity and  grace  to  purge  off  this  in- 
veterate ru't,  and  tb  adapt  to  the 
knottiefl  and  the  fablleftdifquifitions 
fuch  a flowing  cafe,  fertility  and  luf  ' 
tre  of  Ityle,  -as  the  world  had  never 
wiineflerl.  With  fuel)  illuflrious 
proofs  of  his  own  powers,  he  has  at 
once,  by  his  precepts  and  example, 
inltruyi'-d  others  to  excel  ; for  whe- 
ther lie  luxuriates  in  fpeeches  rc- 
jilctc  wifh  the  choiceff  phrafeology 
and  happiefl;  periods,  or  bends  his 
keen  and  fubul  intelligence,  or  cri- 
tical difquifition,  fuch  is  the  felicity 
of  his  labours,  that  he  at  once  quick- 
ens the  fagacity  of  his  readers, 
while  he  ftorec  their  memory  and 
fertilizes  their  fancy  with  invigora 
ting  and  varied  information.
